6, at 6:30 a.m., broke. in two at 
the station when, it is presumed, 
a broken axle caused the derail- 
ment of seven cars loaded with 
lumber. One of the cars ripped 
into the office and waiting room 
of the depot and another criss- 
crossed the rails and damaged 
the front of the U.G.G.. elevator 
just opposite the station, causing 
several bushels of barley to spill 
out of one of the lower bins and 
possibly doing other damage to 
the elevator foundation. 

The other five derailed cars 
were strewn along the track and 
nearby ditches. Several yards of 
railway track were twisted and 
bent: The depot was heavily dam- 
aged when the freight car tore 
into it and pushed it off its 
foundation. It probably will have 
to be rebuilt. 


Wrecking equipment was rush- 
ed from Edmonton and Biggar, 


the station when the cars plowed 
into the depot, although it was 
said that a transient had slept 
in the freight shed and escaped 
injury. 

Telegraph services were put 
out of commission temporarily.

Fear of labels 


_ Politicians and some others in 
public life seem to dislike being 
labelled as standing for anything 
that might lose them votes. Some 
carry their distaste for labels so 
far as to list themselves as inde- 
pendent Liberals or independent 
Conservatives. No independent 
C.C.F.-er comes to mind. This may 
be because independence and so- 
cialism are contradictory  con- 
cepts. 

One can appreciate the politi- 
cian's point of view, without sub- 
scribing to it. To be labelled as 
standing for something usually 
implies being against its opposite. 
It is true that the Liberal or Con- 
servative labels should imply anti- 
socialism, but there is so much 
socialism in the two older parties 
that the labels no longer mean any- 
thing but opposition to each other, 
On other matters the shrewd poli- ; 
tician avoids a definite label. He 
may be a lawyer, and so dedicat- 
ed to the support of the law, but 
he does not usually speak out 
‘when strikers engage in illegal 
picketing and other activities of 
a violent nature. To speak out 
would be to label himself as anti- 
union or anti-labor. 

No risk appears to attach to 
one who calls himself a friend of 
unions or the friend of the farmer, 
although those labels Usually im- 
ply opposition to others, employ- 
ers, manufacturers or city people 
generally. The politician who open- 
ly identifies himself with capital- 
ists, even ini a city where capital- 
ism is its chief reason for exist- 
ence, is at once handicapped by 
his own intellectual honesty, Priv- 
be | ately he may agree that a capital- 
ist is’ entitled to as fair treat- 
ment under the law as.anyone 
else. Publicly he must: dodge and 
equivocate. In the folklore of poli- 
tics capitalists are wicked, union 
workers are downtrodden and 
farmers are honest. Woe to the 
politician who tampers with ‘these 
hallowed beliefs. — The. Printed 
Word. ,

WARBLES: 

If you haven’t already done so 
it is high time that cattle were 
sprayed for warbles. Now that 
there are systematic insecticides 
on the market, farmers should 
consider seriously the use of a 
systemic in the fall. Results 
from use of Co-Ral last fall have 
been very good, warble control 
has been good and cattle treated 
with this product have not been 
bothered by lice during the 
winter. Many of those who treat- 
ed last fall feel that cattle treat- 
ed in the fall have stayed in bet- 
ter condition than 'those not treat- 
ed.

CHECK GRANARIES: 

Those bins with grain in them 
should be checked carefully now 
for any signs of heating or in- 
sect damage. There are two reas- 
ons for this, any damage which 
is starting will get worse very 
rapidly in the warmer weather 
and you have time now before 
land work gets too far under- 
way to do a careful job of. check- 
ing. If signs of damage are found 
it may be necessary to move or 
fumigate the grain.
